Biography - 
Hywel Dunn-Davies 

(aka H-Bomb, Souldnver, Chaos Theory, Mainline, Future Sound Collective, 
Peruvian Mai ching Band and Convergence) 

Sussex bom Hywel Dunn-Davies is a very modest, down to earth and amazingly 
talented Oxford graduate who is set to become the hottest producer on the 
progressive house scene this year. Hywel has been working in his studio since 
the young age of 15 - then producing mostly drum & bass tracks but slowly 
moved accoss to the house scene. In the mid 90's he was signed to Bullion 
Records under the name DJ Stealth producing funky cut up disco (very Sneak), 
and also recorded for "Kickin records" in it's early days. From this he had the 
opportunity to sign to Loaded, however decided to concentrate on his studies. 
His range of production is unlimited - from abstract hip-hop to the deepest 
funkiest progreesive house. To say the least, his talent is amazing for someone 
so young. 

Hywel was again noticed (along with fellow Oxford grad James Holden 
and label and production partner Duncan Ellis) under the name Mainline with 
their huge success on the highly acclaimed Bedrock label. Hywel has since 
gone from strength to strength with remixes for Platipus, tunes released on 
Spundaes (under the name Chaos Theory), Rotunda (under the name 
Souldriver), Yoshitoshi (Souldriver) and Silver Planet. In the summer of 1999 
he set up his own imprint Midset recordings - formerly “Slide recordings” - 
with his partner Duncan Ellis. The first release sees Hywel as H-Bomb, another 
guise. It’s a superb 2tracker, Groove Attack (A side) (already featured on Nick 
Warren’s latest Global Underground), is an ultra cool Circulation-esque deep 
progressive cut - already a proven anthem on dancefloors such as Fabric, 
Bedrock, Bomb. Inspiration (AA) is yet again a future progressive house 
anthem. Shifting in all the right places this is a relentless track; perfect kicks, 
perfect pads and a killer bassline. This track carries class without mistakenly 
sounding like yet another boring prog house track At the time of writing it’s 
already done 2,500 on the pre-sales. 

Hywel records under a number of guises, all styles representing his broad 
but progressive nature - he sets his own standards. Acetate support has come 
from the likes of Deep Dish, Danny Tenaglia, Sasha and James Holden to name 
but a few. 

Hywel has recently returned from an American tour where he and partner 
Duncan Ellis were playing at Spundae's, San Francisco and The Crystal Rooms 
in LA - and tore it up.

MIDSET RECORDINGS - 

Midset recordings deserve more than just a mention. If we're talking up and 
coming talent, these guys are the ones to watch out for. 

Midset (formerly Slide recordings) was set up in the summer of 1999 by pioneer 
Duncan Ellis and Hywel Dunn-Davies aka Soul Driver and fellow Oxford graduate to 
the notorious James Holden (who we should all know by now - Horizons? Bedrock? 
Yes that's the one). Together the pair produced sexy and deep progressive house, and 
having initially met on campus, Hywel introduced James to the label and consequently 
the trio spent many a dark night in their rather modest studio in a room at St.John's 
College, Oxford. While the other Oxford students were running riot at the local Union, 
streaking through hallways and partaking in "the usual" student debauchery, the Midset 
boys spent night after night creating a unique and addictive progressive house sound 
which has been picked up by the likes of Timo Maas, Sasha, Digweed and Deep Dish, 
to name but a few. 

Of course, this is not to say that these guys don’t ever take a break from their 
busy schedule to enjoy themselves - to his embarrassment and to the others' 
entertainment, James was recently escorted out of Tummills for being smoked under 
the table by the legendary Timo Maas, something her prefers to keep under wraps quite 
understanderbly 

Narcotic/Innerspace, the trio's first major success under the name Mainline, 
received tremendous attention and made its way onto the most recent Sasha and 
Digweed album "Communicate" and also the latest Bedrock album. “Foundations”. 

Now, having silently created numerous awesome tracks and done well over 
2,500 copies on the pre-sales, Midset finally crashed into the scene at the end of last 
month. The first release is called Groove AttackTnspiiation (artist "H-bomb" - that's 
Hywel - and that's How-el by the way) and wait for it - yes, unsurprisingly it's already 
featured on Nick Warren's latest Global Underground album, out last December. In 
fact, even Circulation's new "Sub-Tech" label also tried to snap this one up. 

So you're probably thinking then prospects couldn't look any brighter for a label 
on its first release. Well ladies and gentlemen, that's where you're wrong. As if I 
couldn t name drop an}' more, Mr P tong has even had his two-pennies worth, he 
tipped their amazing "Ethnic dub" and "Darknoise" (which they released in December 
on Rotunda ) as the tune of December. It can also be found on the latest of the Global 
Underground collection- Nick Warren in .Amsterdam. 

More? Deep Dish have been playing entire sets of the boys' material. Last year 
at Pacha in Jerusalem they played over an hours worth of Midset stuff to a crowd of 
thousands, including the soon-to-be massive "So Good" which Yoshitoshi have recently 
signed for a US release. This, as you may have guessed from the title, cleverly disguises 
"that" vocal from Loletta Hollaway's classic Sweet Sensation and is also a personal 


favourite. 

Aside from Hywel and Duncan, expect to hear from Gwill Morris (aka Main 

-mum “I r? h : llf0f ° genki Clinic) ' ano,her promising artist whose latest track 
kudes (Midsets .second release) has been destroying dance floors from Fabric to 
lhe Bomb - a slightly slower, sexier, drugged-out trippy groover with a harder 
Mainline mix on the flip - due out this month. 

J f Bonham, one of USA’s leading progressive house DJ’s and resident at 
i * s, ru'-ited the Midset duo over to join in his birthday celebrations at the end of 
January One half the boss and unnvalled DJ Duncan Ellis rocked the floors aside 
Hywel (the most modest and probably the nicest man in the industry) and went on to 
^ar it up at the Crystal rooms in Beverly Hills. Together they promoted Hywel’s latest 
masterpiece. Another dimension/ Abstraction” (under the name Chaos Theory ) which 
was released on Spundae recordings at the end of January. 

Midset have a heavy release schedule for 2001 and if that’s not enough get 
your dancing feet down to their exclusive new night "Rhum Boogie” which runs'" 
ortmghtly (second and last) and certainly takes the piss out of any other Oxford haunt 
Duncan Ellis - “The aim of Rhum Boogie is to provide quality underground music in an 
ultimate venue with a friendly relaxed atmosphere. Somewhere people can really get 
down and boogie the night away with no inhibitions. This is not a money makino 
venture but a conserted effort to put on the best party' possible for the most important 
people m the music mdustiy - the clubbers and music lovers”. Holding the fort alon« 
with Duncan will be Kava of Advance records, Steve Williams of Audio Science ° 
clothing and, the Hugh Grant of the progressive house world, Nev Scott. 

Midset Artist Management, in conjunction with Midset recordings, was set up 
recently to look after the many label guises and is being run by partner of Duncan Ellis 
and talented DJ, Laura Martin. Contact 07788 952382 for details.

JIMMY PELHAM, A comedian of rare talent, engages in a refreshingly 
dynamic and lofty brand of humor. He speaks articulately, blending to per- 
fection the mellow tones of a southern accent and the rough vernacular of 
western culture. 

JIMMY PELHAM is a member of the human race. . .however, 
after you have listened to the pique (ings) on this record. . .you may ask 
yourself WHY, he has been permitted to remain at this level of the evolution 
. . .he just laughs and says “Man, after life what else is there’? 

Now notice the phrasing in his colloquy with PREZ . . . and you will see 
why the question in v the first or rather second paragraph was raised... 
because it would take a keen mind, characterized by a most indicative 
proceeding of mental alertness, in order for him to take the most common 
forms of everyday life and involvements and to fabricate them to a point of 
complete stupefaction. 

Then notice the song “Stay by me”, it speaks very favorably of some of 
our more astute southern politicians, and their unending pursuit of happiness 
and liberty, and their willingness to fight in order to take it away from us. 

Jimmy is well prepared for his art . . . having received his masters 
degree from New York University. . .and you may wonder why his master 
didn’t keep it. . .His material carries some racial overtones I should say, 
undertones, but is happily devoid of homilies. He says “the main thing that I 
am after is laughts, (beliy busters he calls them) but if I am able to leave you 
with something to think of; so much the better”. 

In the words of Jimmy “My life has been sideways, first; retirement, 
second; successful retirement, then happy unemployment, third; success, (I 
made a four the hard way) and now I am making an honest living, dishonestly”. 

Always wary of things too cerebral, he aims his humor at the 
funnybone as well as the brain. He feels that the bones, being made of a harder 
substance, are more sound than the brain, therefore less prone to damage by 
the violent hysteria— or the psychoneurotic disorder characterized by violent 
emotional outbreaks, which will bring on a state of preversion in the sensory, 
and motor-malfunctions of various morbid effects due to his enormous talent 
for autosuggestions. 

On side two of this recording, Jimmy takes a primal look into that 
moviematical marvel (oh how I do go on) television, and those health halting 
obstacles. . . giarettes. For a man who alleges that he doesn’t smoke, he sure 
knows a lot about the happiness that can be derived from taking a long, long, 
drag and a deep deep inhalation of a real GOOD smoke. 

In the bit entitled “Dreams”, here again we see the “Intrepid Mind” at 
work. In that he dreams that he is a combination of all the TV networks. . . 
and the local channels as well, and the story that unfolds is something to 
behold. 

Jimmy is considered a real “treat” by all who have had the opportunity 
to see and hear him. Magnificiently hilarious, and an eloquent speaker, he’s a 
comedian you simply CANT afford to miss! And believe me, I consider it an 
honor that he chose me to write these linear notes. 

As I was trying to say in the very beginning of this discourse, until my 
mind had a malfunction. . . why don’t You, Pick up your phone and “CALL 
PREZ. . .COLLECT”.

Sussex bom Hywel Dunn-Davies is a very modest, down to earth and amazingly 
talented Oxford graduate who is set to become the hottest producer on the 
progressive house scene this year. Hywel has been working in his studio since 
the young age of 15 - then producing mostly drum & bass tracks but slowly 
moved accoss to the house scene. In the mid 90’s he was signed to Bullion 
Records under the name DJ Stealth producing funky cut up disco (very Sneak), 
and also recorded for “Kickin records” in it's early days. From this he had the 
opportunity to sign to Loaded, however decided to concentrate on his studies. 
His range of production is unlimited - from abstract hip-hop to the deepest 
funkiest progreesive house. To say the least, his talent is amazing for someone 
so young. 

Hywel was again noticed (along with fellow Oxford grad James Holden 
and label and production partner Duncan Ellis) under the name Mainline with 
their huge success on the highly acclaimed Bedrock label. Hywel has since 
gone from strength to strength with remixes for Platipus, tunes released on 
Spundaes (under the name Chaos Theory), Rotunda (under the name 
Souldriver), Yoshitoshi (Souldriver) and Silver Planet. In the summer of 1999 
he set up his own imprint Midset recordings - formerly “Slide recordings” - 
with his partner Duncan Ellis. The first release sees Hywel as H-Bomb, another 
guise. It’s a superb 2tracker, Groove Attack (A side) (already featured on Nick 
Warren’s latest Global Underground), is an ultra cool Circulation-esque deep 
progressive cut - already a proven anthem on dancefloors such as Fabric, 
Bedrock, Bomb. Inspiration (AA) is yet again a future progressive house 
anthem. Shifting in all the right places this is a relentless track; perfect kicks, 
perfect pads and a killer bassline. This track carries class without mistakenly 
sounding like yet another boring prog house track At tire time of writing it’s 
already done 2,500 on the pre-sales. 

Hywel records under a number of guises, all styles representing his broad 
but progressive nature - he sets his own standards. Acetate support has come 
from the likes of Deep Dish, Danny Tenaglia, Sasha and James Holden to name 
but a few. 

Hywel has recently returned from an American tour where he and partner 
Duncan Ellis were playing at Spundae’s, San Francisco and The Crystal Rooms 
in LA - and tore it up. 
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MIDSET RECORDINGS - 

Midset recordings deserve more than just a mention. If we're talking up and 
coming talent, these guys are the ones to watch out for. 

Midset (formerly Slide recordings) was set up in the summer of 1999 by pioneer 
Duncan Ellis and Hywel Dunn-Davies aka Soul Driver and fellow Oxford graduate to 
the notorious James Holden (who we should all know by now - Horizons? Bedrock? 
Yes that's the one). Together the pair produced sexy and deep progressive house, and 
having initially met on campus, Hywel introduced James to the label and consequently 
the trio spent many a dark night in their rather modest studio in a room at St.John’s 
College, Oxford. While the other Oxford students were running riot at the local Union, 
streaking through hallways and partaking in "the usual" student debauchery, the Midset 
boys spent night after night creating a unique and addictive progressive house sound 
which has been picked up by the likes of Timo Maas, Sasha, Digweed and Deep Dish, 
to name but a few. 

Of course, this is not to say that these guys don't ever take a break from their 
busy schedule to enjoy themselves - to his embarrassment and to the others' 
entertainment, James was recently escorted out of Tummills for being smoked under 
the table by the legendary Timo Maas, something her prefers to keep under wraps quite 
understanderbly 

Narcotic/Innerspace, the trio's first major success under the name Mainline, 
received tremendous attention and made its way onto the most recent Sasha and 
Digweed album "Communicate" and also the latest Bedrock album, ‘'Foundations”. 

Now, having silently created numerous awesome tracks and done well over 
2,500 copies on the pre-sales, Midset finally crashed into the scene at the end of last 
month. The first release is called Groove Attack/Inspiration (artist "H-bomb" - that's 
Hywel - and that's How-el by the way) and wait for it - yes, unsurprisingly it's already 
featured on Nick Warren's latest Global Underground album, out last December. In 
fact, even Circulation's new "Sub-Tech" label also tried to snap this one up. 

So you're probably thinking their - prospects couldn't look any brighter for a label 
on its first release. Well ladies and gentlemen, that's where you're wrong. As if I 
couldn t name drop any more, Mr P tong has even had liis two-pennies worth, he 
tipped their amazing "Ethnic dub" and "Darknoise" (which they released in December 
on Rotunda ) as the tune of December. It can also be found on the latest of the Global 
Underground collection- Nick Warren in Amsterdam. 

More? Deep Dish have been playing entire sets of the boys' material. Last year 
at Pacha in Jerusalem they played over an hours worth of Midset stuff to a crowd of 
thousands, including the soon-to-be massive "So Good" which Yoshitoshi have recently 
signed for a US release. This, as you may have guessed from the title, cleverly disguises 
that ' vocal from Loletta Hollaway’s classic Sweet Sensation and is also a personal 


favourite. 

Aside from Hywel and Duncan, expect to hear from Gwill Morris (aka Main 

? h f U ° f0gcnki Clinic )' another promising artist whose latest track 

uktitles (Midsets second release) has been destroying dance floors from Fabric to 
1 he Bomb - a shghtly slower, sexier, drugged-out trippy groover with a harder 
Mainline mix on the flip - due out this month. 

Bonham, one of USA’s leading progressive house DJ’s and resident at 
Spundae s,mvitedthe Afidset duo over to join in his birthday celebrations at the end of 
January. One half the boss and unrivalled DJ Duncan Ellis rocked the floors aside 
Hywel (the most modest and probably the nicest man in the industiy) and went on to 
tear it up at the Crystal rooms in Beverly Hills. Together they promoted Hywel’s latest 
masteipiece .Another dimension/ Abstraction” (under the name Chaos Theory ) which 
was released on Spundae recordings at the end of January. 

Midset have a heavy release schedule for 2001 and if that’s not enough get 
your dancing feet down to their exclusive new night "Rhum Boogie” which runs" 
ortmghtly (second and last) and certainly takes the piss out of any other Oxford haunt. 
Duncan Ellis - ’The aim of Rhum Boogie is to provide quality underground music in an 
ultimate venue with a fhendly relaxed atmosphere. Somewhere people can really get 
down and boogie the night away with no inhibitions. This is not a money makino 
venture but a conserted effort to put on the best party' possible for the most important 
people m the music industry - the clubbers and music lovers”. Holding the fort alon« 
with Duncan will be Kava of Advance records, Steve Williams of Audio Science 
clothing and, the Hugh Grant of the progressive house world, Nev Scott. 

Midset Artist Management, in conjunction with Midset recordings, was set up 
recently to look after the many label guises and is being run by partner of Duncan Ellis 
and talented DJ, Laura Martin. Contact 07788 952382 for details.

JIMMY PELHAM, A comedian of rare talent, engages in a refreshingly 
dynamic and lofty brand of humor. He speaks articulately, blending to per- 
fection the mellow tones of a southern accent and the rough vernacular of 
western culture. 

JIMMY PELHAM is a member of the human race. . .however. . . 
after you have listened to the pique ( ings ) on this record. . .you may ask 
yourself WHY, he has been permitted to remain at this level of the evolution 
... he just laughs and says “Man, after life what else is there’? 

Now notice the phrasing in his colloquy with PREZ . . . and you will see 
why the question in v the first or rather second paragraph was raised... 
because it would take a keen mind, characterized by a most indicative 
proceeding of mental alertness, in order for him to take the most common 
forms of everyday life and involvements and to fabricate them to a point of 
complete stupefaction. 

Then notice the song “Stay by me”, it speaks very favorably of some of 
our more astute southern politicians, and their unending pursuit of happiness 
and liberty, and their willingness to fight in order to take it away from us. 

Jimmy is well prepared for his art. . .having received his masters 
degree from New York University. . .and you may wonder why his master 
didn’t keep it... His material carries some racial overtones I should say, 
undertones, but is happily devoid of homilies. He says “the main thing that I 
am after is laughts, (beiiy busters he calls them) but if I am able to leave you 
with something to think of; so much the better”. 

In the words of Jimmy “My life has been sideways, first; retirement, 
second; successful retirement, then happy unemployment, third; success, (I 
made a four the hard way) and now I am making an honest living, dishonestly”. 

Always wary of things too cerebral, he aims his humor at the 
funnybone as well as the brain. He feels that the bones, being made of a harder 
substance, are more sound than the brain, therefore less prone to damage by 
the violent hysteria— or the psychoneurotic disorder characterized by violent 
emotional outbreaks, which will bring on a state of preversion in the sensory, 
and motor-malfunctions of various morbid effects due to his enormous talent 
for autosuggestions. 

On side two of this recording, Jimmy takes a primal look into that 
moviematical marvel (oh how I do go on) television, and those health halting 
obstacles. . .giarettes. For a man who alleges that he doesn’t smoke, he sure 
knows a lot about the happiness that can be derived from taking a long, long, 
drag and a deep deep inhalation of a real GOOD smoke. 

In the bit entitled “Dreams”, here again we see the “Intrepid Mind” at 
work. In that he dreams that he is a combination of all the TV networks. . . 
and the local channels as well, and the story that unfolds is something to 
behold. 

Jimmy is considered a real “treat” by all who have had the opportunity 
to see and hear him. Magnificiently hilarious, and an eloquent speaker, he’s a 
comedian you simply CAN T afford to miss! And believe me, I consider it an 
honor that he chose me to write these linear notes. 

As I was trying to say in the very beginning of this discourse, until my 
mind had a malfunction. . . why don’t You, Pick up your phone and “CALL 
PREZ... COLLECT”.
